UPON  THE  instructions  of  the  estate  of  the  late  expert  Mr.  Emile 
Baumgarten,  Messrs.  William  Baumgarten  &  Co.,  Inc.,  ol  715  Fifth 
Avenue,  New  ^  ork,  have  consigned  to  the  American  Art  Associa- 
tion-Anderson Galleries  a  number  oi  selected  pieces  from  their  important 
stock  of  antiques,  objects  of  art  and  decorative  furniture  tor  disposal  at 
unrestricted  public  sale. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  exhibition  is  distinguished  in  two  ways:  first,  by 
the  exemplary  quality  ol  the  English  and  French  antique  furniture,  rugs  and 
tapestries,  and  second,  by  the  elegance  ami  vivacity  of  the  modern  decorative 
furniture  executed  by  this  firm. 

A  handsome  group  ol  eighteenth  century  English  furniture  includes  a 
pair  of  Adam  decorated  corner  cabinets  [Numbers  104  and  10^]  and  a  >et 
of  four  beautiful  oval-back  chairs  covered  in  Aubusson  tapestry  of  the 
period  [Numbers  202  and  203]  ;  a  Hepplewhite  mahogany  library  bookcase 
of  the  break-front  type,  and  of  important  size  [Number  221]  ;  and  an  out- 
standing cabriole-leg  mahogany  sola  in  the  French  taste  ot  George  I  lepple- 
white,  covered  in  brilliant  seventeenth  century  Brussels  tapestry  [Number 
220].  Among  earlier  pieces  of  importance  are  a  Charles  II  red  lacquer 
cabinet  on  stand  [Number  219]  and  a  William  ami  Mary  tall-back  arm- 
chair in  the  finest  of  silk  needlepoint  [Number  194].

[Numbers  213-16];  an  acajou  marque terie  commode  of  the  same  epoch, 
signed  by  the  master  CLAUDE-MATH  I EU  MAGNIKN  (m.k.  1  77 1 )  [Number 
210] ;  and  other  chairs,  cabinets  and  tables  of  the  period.  Two  eighteenth 
century  paneled  rooms  [Numbers  235  and  236],  which  have  been  shown 
at  the  New  York  Antiques  Exposition,  form  a  background  to  this  group. 

A  set  of  four  remarkable  chinoiserie  decorative  panels  in  oils,  enhanced 
with  papier  niacin''  relief  and  by  the  celebrated  J EAN-B APTISTE  LEPRINCE 
( 1 733"1 7^  1 ) i  [Numbers  211  and  212]  were  taken  from  a  salon  in  the 
Chateau  de  Maubreuil  belonging  to  the  Marquis  tie  Dion  and  are  in  the 
rococo  Chinese  manner  perfected  by  J.  A.  Watteau  ami  Huet  in  the  reign 
of  Louis  XV;  the  bas-relief  effects  produced  by  the  painted  papier  mdche 
technique  are  both  highly  individual  ami  effective.  No  set  of  similar  quality 
has  been  offered  at  public  sale  in  America  during  the  past  decade. 

The  hangings  include  a  number  of  beautiful  needlepoint  pictures  ot  the 
sixteenth  and  seventeenth  centuries,  with  scenes  from  the  Old  and  New 
I  e^taments;  verdures  of  Felletin,  Oudenaarde,  ami  Brussels  Renaissance 
tapestries  of  the  first  half  of  the  sixteenth  century.    We  may  mention  in 


addition  a  Spanish  armorial  tapestry  of  interesting  coloration  [Number 
131],  an  eighteenth  century  silk-woven  Brussels  tapestry,  Apollo  and  Cupid 
[Number  247],  and  a  superb  silk-woven  tapestry  from  the  Gobelins  atelier, 
The  Royal  Fleet  of  France  at  Anchor  [Number  246],  distinguished  bv  the 
careful  detail  of  the  weaving  and  the  technical  skill  of  the  composition. 

The  most  important  of  the  tapestries,  however,  is  the  magnificent 
Beauvais  silk-woven  hanging.  The  Temple  of  Love  [Number  245],  from 
Fenelon's  Aventures  de  Telemaque,  a  beautiful  piece  woven  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  eighteenth  century  after  a  cartoon  by  Arnault,  in  an  extensive 
palette  of  colors  notable  for  the  shades  of  blue  and  rose-red,  characteristic 
of  the  atelier.  The  scene  depicts  the  Temple  of  Venus  at  Cythera  in  the 
Island  of  Cyprus,  with  figures  of  dancing  youths  and  maidens  sacrificing  a 
white  bull  to  the  Goddess  of  Love,  the  youth  Telemachus  kneeling  before 
the  Syrian  Hazael,  begging  that  he  may  not  be  parted  from  his  companion, 
Mentor. 

A  small  collection  of  Oriental  rugs  includes  three  Royal  Kirman  carpets 
of  the  finest  quality,  a  superb  Joshaghan  carpet  [Number  2^3]  with  a  mille- 
fleitrs  design  descending  from  the  seventeenth  century,  and  a  small  Royal 
Sehna  rug  [Number  250],  with  a  fineness  of  about  four  hundred  knots  to 
the  square  inch.

Upon  a  meadow  girdled  with  trees  stands  at  the  right, 
festooned  with  Mowers,  the  round  peristyle  of  the  Temple  of  Love, 
enthroning  a  statue  of  the  goddess,  with  priests  and  maidens  making 
offerings  upon  the  steps;  a  white  bull  hung  with  flowers  is  being  led 
with  music  and  dancing  to  the  sacrifice.

Hazael.  Telemachus  begs  Hazael  that  he  may  remain  enslaved  with 
Mentor;  for  the  destiny  of  the  son  of  Ulysses  is  indissolubly  linked 
with  that  of  Mentor,  who  is  no  other  than  the  goddess  Athene  in 
disguise.  The  whole  is  surrounded  by  a  delicate  leafy  frame  of  tan 
and  tawny-red;  the  decoration  is  carried  out  in  a  beautiful  palette  of 
colors,  among  which  we  may  distinguish  a  line  purplish  blue  and  a 
rose-pink  of  great  brilliancy.

Note:  The  Temple  of  Love  is  one  of  six  tapestries  designed  by  Arnault  and 
woven  at  the  ateliers  of  Beauvais  during  the  early  eighteenth  century;  the  story 
is  contained  in  the  A  ventures  de  Tetemaque,  written  in  1699  by  the  famous 
Fenelon,  Archbishop  of  Cambrai,  for  the  instruction  of  his  pupil  the  Duke  of 
Burgundy,  grandson  of  Louis  XIV.  It  is  possible  that  the  figure  of  Telemachus 
appearing  in  the  tapestry  is  in  some  measure  a  portrait  study  of  the  young  Duke. 
The  whole  production  is,  from  the  beauty  of  the  cartoon  and  the  sumptuousness 
of  texture  and  coloring,  one  of  the  finest  eighteenth  century  tapestries  in  America.
